chauffeur, and ordered the ques­ 
tioning of witnesses to b egin. 
Ratzlaw testified that he re­ 
ceiv ed 12 months of training in 
police procedure, which included 
now to interrogate prisoners and 
how to make them talk. 
“In our training,” said Ratzlaw, 
**we were told the Russians b e­ 
longed to a low^r race than Ger­ 
mans and that they ought to b e 
exterminated.” 
To rtures Described. 
“You were also taught how to 
accomplish 
this 
extermination,” 
asked the presiding jurist, Maj. 
Gen. A. N. Miasanikov of the 
Fourth 
Ukrainian 
military 
tri­ 
b unal. 
“Yes,” was the answer. 
Ratzlaw then went into a de­ 
tailed account of how he partici 
pated in b eatings and other tor­ 
tures of Russians, such as pulling 
the hair out of their b eards and 
sticking pins into women. 
He added that he helped oper­ 
ate death automob iles where Rus­ 
sians were put to death from 
carb on monoxide gas. 
Ratzlaw estimated that ab out 
5.000 persons had b een killed b y 
carb on monoxide gas and that the 
total dead in the city and in K har­ 
kov prov ince was ab out 30,000. 
Ho spital Patients Slain 
He said he also worked with 
the gestapo in Zhitomir, Lub ni 
and Poltav a, and estimated that 
from 5,000 to 8,000 persons had 
b een executed at Zhitomir, ab out 
35.000 at Kiev and 4,000 at Lub ni.

letin on the condition of the prime 
minister indicates that the crisis

passed and that the condition of 
congestion is clearing up. 
He pointed out, howev er, that 
the irregularity of the pulse seems 
to indicate the illness has thrown 
a strain on his heart. Part of this 
may b e accounted for b y the pres­ 
sure of recent work, which natur­ 
ally would hav e lowered his re­ 
sistance at his age, and part may 
b e a result of the use of new 
drugs. 
While the course of the illness 
may b e describ ed as proceeding 
satisfactorily, the Press Associa­ 
tion added, Churchill must still 
b e regarded as seriously ill.

weeks tho se battered German armies in Russia 
have made a fight o f it alo ng the Dneiper, and 
time is running rapidly if Stalin and his mighty 
armies succeed in pushing the Germans back to 
the o ld fro ntiers o f Po land and Rumania.

co mes a time in Russian winter when the sno w 
and the co ld make military o peratio ns impo ssible 
fo r even Russian so ldiers inured to the bitterness

M. C. A., T, A. Fillipi, sanitary 
engineer, state health department, 
traced the history of water sup­ 
ply development from the days of 
old Rome to the present time, 
stating that civilization and water 
go hand in hand. 
“No city, industry or develop­ 
ment,”

properly 
advance 
without 
an 
abundant supply of water, and 
the.se advancements are brought 
about by w ater supply engineers. 
The average person enjoys water 
as a m atter of fact, or one of his 
privileges, not realizing that wells 
had to 
be 
drilled, 
pumps In­ 
stalled and miles of underground 
piping constructéd before this w a­ 
ter could 
be delivered 
to the 
home, cool, clear and pure. Often 
the natural w ater contains an 
abnormal amount of chemicals, 
which must be removed and the 
water softened. 
Cheapest Commodity 
“All these aesthetic qualities,” 
he concluded. “ are given us as 
one of the cheapest commodities 
we are buying today, the actual 
cost to the consumer being three 
cents per ton.” 
R. P. Willard, senior chemist, 
state health departm ent, talked 
on “The Chemical and Bacterial 
Aspects of Our Water Supply,” 
discussing the elements that might 
be found injurious to the user, 
and chemical compounds ordin­ 
arily found in the underground 
w ater supply in Nebraska. He 
spoke of w ater borne organisms
